American rnissicnaries and

consuls report that the morphine syringe 
is deadlier than the opium pipe and tha.t 
a worse habit has taken the place of a. 
bad one. 
TheM. international precautions against 
morphine and opium are taken when a 
new weapon has been provided for

anti-consumption -warfare in the form of 
n loca! government board order making it 
compuJtfory for physicians to send prompt 
notice of cases of pulmonary consumption 
to the local authorities.

- "While I have never been extensively 
In Chir=a, I know the Chinese people anil 
the 
country," said Count Yanagisawa, 


"and It Is my judgment that owing to the 
temperament, education and condition of 
the'people, but particularly because of the 
lack of transportation and means of com- 
munication, China cannot, In the first 
place," establish a republic, and could not 
continue It If established. 
I see In the 


present revolution the1 Inevitable fall of 
Manchu dynasty. This Is only repetition 
of history. The present dynasty has ex- 
isted 
• some 250 years, and it was1 rpre- 


ceded by a dynasty that lasted approxi- 
mately the same time. That seems to be 
the- average -life of a dynasty.. In China;. 
The Manchus, in" my opinion, cannot hope- 
to wield further pciwer in China, because 
thoy are outnumbered, by the Chinese find 
other races.

Some of these 
have been delivered in th« open air, thus 
giving an example ag well .as precept.

velopment "Department of the. Oakland 
Rchools, we are having talks given to 
children in their respective class rooms, 
on conditions leading to. the development 
of -tuberculosis and how to avoid the 
disease. 


"The director and nurses of this deport- 


ment oxamino ovary child in tho primary 
and grammar grades, and .each one is 
tilven a personal" talk on health. Any 
showing1 Indlcationa of malnutrition 
or 


troub.V* which would tend to lower resist 
ance, are given special attention. 


"The homes of all children defective ar<- 


are 
visited,^

not only to have tho defect remedied, bu1 
•the conditions producing- it bettered. As 
a result of this many homes are being- 
made more sanitary, and many aro taking 
tr fl-.o fresh air. 


"The School Department has banished

sanitary drlnlclng fountains, and are now 
taking1 tip the question of having' installed 
self-flushing , cuspidors for 
the schop 
yards. The committee intend* during the 
coming spring to have lectures—if . pos- 
sible stereoptlcon—delivered in the school 
grounds, and to 
continue the work In 


educating the children. 


"Wo believe that only.by properly edu- 


cating the child can great headway be 
made in stamping- out tho disease. It la 
largely in childhood that tho disease is 
contracted, and generally on account o 
ignorance .as to the cause. Children al- 
ways want to be strong: and healthy, and 
milckly -grasp tho reasons for 111 health 
and are willing and anxious to avoid them. 
"Their little lectures to their parents 


are often the most effective, and many 
homes have open windows by reason of 
the insistance of the children that the 
lassonr taught them at school ara right."

. WASHINGTON,. Dec. 2.—Facing a 
session that will be almost unequalled 
in the amount of important legisla- 
tion attempted,.the senate and hp.use. 
will meet tomorrow in the fli'st reg- 
ular session of. the sixty-second con- 
gress.' 
Democrats, republican in'sur-/ 


gents and republican stand-patters all 
admit that-the.session, oa the eve. of 
the presidential campaign- -will 'b'e bit- 
ter and protracted. . 
}", 


There are few who think'-that the 


session -will end before next June. A 
great game of politics, with each side 
sparring for advantage, is to be play- 
ed, and nothing1 except the near ap- 
proach of the 
national conventions 


and the necessity for "fence building" 
will cause the legislators to cease 
their labors at-the national capitol.- . ; 


Much of the work of the 
extra-- 


session, which President' Taft. called 
in order to pass the Canadian .-"%&- 
proclty agreement, must be done over 
again. . The president vetoed the tar-, 
iff revision bills passed .by the .demo- 
crats "and the republican Insurgents^ 
and both factions are armed for.the 
fray once more." 


Tho domocrats- have a good work- 


ing majority In the house, and the 
important bills on their program will 
be passed quickly. 
These will ba 


sent along to the .senate; where a 
combination of the republican insur- 
gents and democrats will endeavor to. 
dispose of them. 


The house has two presidential pos- 


sibilities—Champ Clark, the speaker, 
and Representative Oscar Underwood, 
chairman of the ways and means com- 
mittee—while Senator La ' Follette, 
the recognized head ,.of the i.republi- 
can insurgents, is tha leading presi- 
dential figure in the senate. 


• The insurgents in the senate have 
& program 
o£ their own, which Is 


very similar to the democratic pro- 
gram in -the 'house, and it includes, 
in addition, a, determination to amend 
the Sherman anti-trust law. 


OPPOSES AMENDMENT. 


President .Taft is strongly "opposed 


to any amendment -to- the 'Sherman 
anti-trust law, and it is expected; that 
he will emphasize this" fact in his 
message. 
He will undoubtedly urge 


the enactment, of some sort of Fed- 
eral -incorporation act and the pas- 
sage of his arbitration 
treaties, to- 


gether with the establishment of., a 
parcels post and a ship subsidy bill. 
His recommemdations regarding: 
the 


tariff will either be included in his 
annual message or be made the sub- 
ject of a special message which will 
be submitted to congress shortly after 
it convenes, together with a report of 
the tariff/board. 
The president will 


follow out closely' the recommenda- 
tions of the board, in-regard to a re- 
vision of the various, schedules,: but it 
is safe to say that they will ~call: for 
a revision downward. 


But little constructive .legislation is 


expected before the Christmalk holi- 
days. 
Congress will: meet on -Mon- 


day: on. Tuesday the president's an- 
nual message will be read, and then 
boxh houses will settle down to the 
introduction of bills and preliminary 
sklirmiahiag in advance of .the real 
ba'ttle that will begin after the Christ- 
inas recess. 
' 


The housa 
Denjtocrats 
will 
then 


plunge at onco into the consideration 
of the tariff revision bills and the 
annual appropriation measures. .The 
report of the tariff board, oh 
the 


•whole schedule will be 
submitted 


shortly after congress convenes, but, 
according: to the program of the J>em- 
ocratic leaders, the recommendations 
will not have much effect on proposed 
tariff legislation unless they are in 
favor of substantial reduction. 


OTJT FOR RECORD. 


The Democratic leaders are out for 


a record, and are determined to get 
it—at the expense o fthe Jlepviblican 
party, if possible.

has mounted by leaps and bounds' ana 
.has' averaged of late about one bil- 
lion dolllirs .per annum. 
The Demo- 


cratic ' leaders, 
accordingly, 
.have 


served '.notice .that this' is to :b.e an 
"economy year." .In order to bring 
about the desired cuts,,.the Democrats 
will invoke, .if necessary, the Hblman 
rule, -which saw service- some twenty 
odd"years ago, but/was .discarded" by 
the Republicans.

TAFT AND TREATIES. 


President Taft devoted a great deal 


of his time on. his recent ,western trip 
,tb the, discussion of the 'treaties with 
'Great Britain arid France,-Inji the hope 
of arousing public, interest-land^forc- 
ing their adoption.' The opponents of 
the measures,' however, declare .(that 
the- presidents-appeal .met -\yith'.very, 
little success, .ana 
they 
iare 
still 


staunch in their opposition/'• Unless 
-something- unforseen develops, it is 
not likely that the treaties Will, toe ap- 
proved at this session. 
" 


•The question of .amending the Sher- 


man anti-trust law is one of* the most- 
important problems, that will confront 
the coming, session; of congress. There 
are Democrats and Republicans, both 
in house ana senate, that are support- 
ing the president; in his 
"let "-well 


enough alone" policy. 
They contend 


that the -law as it stands is effective, 
and any .tampering -with it. would be 
disastrous. They admit, however, that 
additional legislation Is needed along 
these lines, and urge the adoption of 
a federal incorporation- act to meet 
this requirement. Another group urge 
the 'repeal of the measure and the 
enactment ,of a federal incorporation 
act as a substitute,, while a third fac- 
.tlon, composed mostly' of .'insurgent 
Republicans 'in .the.senate, are clam- 
oring: for an amendment so - as to 
make the ,law, more, specific •: in its 
civil provisions and more easy of, en- 
forcement 
In 
Its 
criminal "clauBes. 


Measures along- these lines will be 
introduced -in 'both "houses. 


TOBACCO LEGUSLATJONv 


The1 .inaeperident 
tobacco 
dealers 


:w'Ill .present, a 'petition to congress 
protesting against the sanction by the 
circuit court of .the tobacco trust's re=" 
organization- plan. Whether any def- 
inite action will be taken on the peti- 
tion:, is problematical, but it Is certain 
thaft it will have considerable bearing 
on * the 
discussion of the Sherman 
law. 


Another factor that will enter Into 


the matter is the report of the Stan- 
ley committee of the house, -TU-hich is 
investigating: the 
Steel 
Corp'oration. 


This report will undoubtedly-be, sub- 
mitted, at this session of congrlessr but, 
in yie'w of,the fact that -the-"govern- 
ment has already instituted ^proceed- 
ings for a dissolution of the combine, 
it is not likely that the recommenda- 
tions will be of a sensationaT nature 
unless they urge the criminal prose- 
cution of-the steel officials.

Americas 


A tide of public opinion is rising in this country against the dis- 


crimination Russia shows in regard to American citizens of the 
Jewish race. Russia refuses to honor passports issugd to Ameri- 
cans of Jewish ancestry, no matter h£rw strongly they are vouched 
for 'by the diplomatic agents, of the United States. 


Russia simply ignores the "most favored" nation clause of the 


existing treaty between the United States and the Muscovite em- 
pire when it is applied to one class of American citizens.' Of Bourse 
this is insulting to the American ^government and the American 
people. It is violation without explanation^or apology of the comity 
which is supposed to exist between civilized nations. 


For a number of years our •government .has been making strenu- 


ous efforts to induce Russia to recede from her unjustifiable 'attk 
tude toward American citizens of: Hebrew' descent. But without 
avail. The issue became acute during the secona, administration of 
President Cleveland, and has been a cause for increasing irritation 
ever since. Without decent excuse Russia continues to exclude 
American travelers of Jewish-blood,-and obstinately declines to 
make any concession or explanation. Virtually/the Czar's govern- 
ment tells Uncle Sam to go to thunder every time the subject is 
mentioned. 


This insulting and disdainful attitude has finally gotten djnto.-the 


nerves of the American people. They are beginning id "resent in 
earnest the open -contempt with 'which they are treated. .Public 
sentiment is expressing itself' in demands that our government 'sus- 
pend all diplomatic relations with Russia unless she consents to 
treat all American citizens alike. Whether the proposed remedy 
would avail is extremely doubtf-ul, but the earnest way it is pressed 
indicates the force of an aroused public opinion. If the United 
States sho'uld suspend diplomatic relations- with Russia, it,.would 
be necessary to acquaint all other nations by a circular note with, 
the reasons which had impelled our government to take the, step. 
This would bring Russia before the world's court of public 'opinion. 
It would, moreover, have the effect of compelling the Muscovite 
government to make some sort of an explanation in self-defense. 


The real reason why Russia refuses to honor American pass-' 


ports issued to citizens of Jewish blood is that Jewish money 'en- 
abled Japan to wage the war in Manchuria that humbled Russian 
pride and compelled Russia i;o relinquish the territory she had seized 
in Korea and Northern China. Russia borrows money from Jews 
herself, but she is bitterly hostile to Jews for lending money to, 
Japan. Her method of showing this hostility threatens, however, 
to'embroil her with the United States. Congress, is likely to pass 
some resolutions on the subject ere long that will be a sharp jolt to 
Russian sensibilities. 
. 


While we are still debating and poetizing about rebuilding El 


Camino Real, the mythical highway that is said to have, run from 
San Diego to the bay of San Francisco, they are actually working on 
a great central thoroughfare that will traverse Tenneissee from 
northeast to southwest;-from Bristol to Memphis. Of course our 
E! Ca'tnino Real is a shadow that fiction has thrown on the back- 
ground of authentic history, but the Spaniards ought to have built 
it and a road to correspond with it ought to be built now. But we 
have been marking the route of this apocryphal highway for,ascpre 
of years and .talking grandly about restoring, it; .but El Camino. 
Real is as non-existent now as it was when the oriflamme of Spain 
floated over California. California ought to be traversed by a great 


-highway running from Mexico to the Oregon line, and. it will be if 


the money which the people voted in 1910 is not wasted or frittered 
away on local highways. 


The Doctors Disagree.

Evidently State Controller Nye does not agree with Senator 


Cutten's published views relative to the operation of the corporation 
tax law. He thinks the tax will'yield sufficient revenue to finance 
the State government. But he "fails'to touch iVpon two points raised 
b y Senator Cutten. 
.

. 


If the Humboldt Senator is correct as to either of these points 


the constitutional amendment withdrawing the property and fran- 
chises of public service corporations from direct taxation is grossly 
unfair and defective, in vital particulars. Senator Cutten says the 
tax on the gross earnings of corporations yields less revenue than 
would a.direct tax on the property of said corporations—-that is, the 
corporations pay less taxes under the new system than they did un- 
der the old, or would pay had the old system not been changed. If 
that be true, it follows as a natural consequence that other classes 
.'of property are burdened with a disproportionate and excessive rate 
of taxation,. 


Again, Senator Cutten says the.several counties, taken collective- 


ly, are receiving back an amount .considerably smaller than the tax 
remitted on corporate property would, yield. If this be a fact, indi- 
vidual property owners are paying an unjust proportion of the tax 
levied for county and municipal purposes. 


Controller Nye may be right in saying the tax on the gross earn- 


ings of corporations will yield revenue sufficient for the needs of the 
.State, but even so, it does not'dispose ;of the two point? raised, by 
. -Senator Cutten—namely, that the burden of taxation is unequally 
/distributed under the new system and that higher taxes for county 
'and municipal purposes on private property is entailed by the ex- 
emption of corporate property-from direct taxation. It is possible, 
therefore, that Controller Nye and Senator Cutten are both right, 


• and we are inclined to think they are. However, THE TRIBUNE 
agrees with the Controller that the new,'«ystern should'be-tried out 


; more fully before any revision is attempted. 


Fear of Job Harriman, has certainly accomplished one good re-

It is well for society 
that common sense and the law reject the preposterous idea of 
criminal intent that Mr. Darrow entertains.

FAMINE JN RUSSIA 


The Russian press is again 'filled with 


reports of -tha wretched condition , of the 
peasants and the urgent need for 'imme- 
diate- relief. 
Last year, with Its good 


crops, was exceptional, and the chronic 
Russian famine has-again set in. Many 
EOvernme'nts ta-Sastern Bussla aiid. In. Si- 
beria are affanted. -The peasajits go hun- 
gry in that 'region which, the "Riech" 
(St. Petersburg} says la "by a strange 
:irony. known as the granary off Russia." 
Many of the peasants have already aban- 
doned their'villages and gone to,the cities 
in search of work, leaving their children 
behind them unprovided for. They burn 
the property of rich landowners, shouting, 
"If you won't ,glve us bread, wa'll burn 
you up and make you hungry Ifte our- 
selves." The foUowinff account is* given 
by the Rlecli of the ottopnous extent of 
the famine: - 


"The hunger ,'zqne lias spread through 


fifteen districts and governments, includ- 
ing the Akinollnsk, Tursai, and Ural dis- 
tricts, and the governments of Tenieeisk, 
Tobolsk, tTfa, NUinl-Novgorod, Kazan, 
Simbirsk, Samara, Saratof, and Aatra-y 
Shan. The conditions there are so bad 


that they recall thft terrible famine o£ 
1891-92, Which prepared such a rich har- 
vest . for* the cholera epidemic of 1892, 
with its 800,000 victims. 
'; The. peasants 


are. selling thelr,cattle and everything they 
have for next'' to nothing',! 
Those -who 


leave in search ot work retiiim disappoint- 
ed, since there is no demand for labor. 
Various epidemics have. already . broken 
out. among the starving peasants, especial- 
ly typhus. "In an investigation made by. 
the. Voluntary Economic: Association it 
wai? "found: that in eleven of .tha govern- 
ments affected about nineteen million- peo.- 
ple .are In need of immediate help. 
, So 


far the society's resources are very slight, 
and-lt can scarcely offer any relief. In 
tha 'Ural:,district alone at least 58,000,000 
are requited, but the call for relief-there 
has tieeh met very generously.

Zemstvo injthe '-government of Samara 
estimate's, that, at least 512,500,000 "• are 
needed to cope -with ths- situation.

At the twenty-fifth anniversary of the 


Boston Press Club Colonel Henry "Wat- 
terson, editor of tho Louisville Courier- 
Journal, made a notable address,- which 
In part follows: 


"I was born next door to a print shop 


and grew up In a newspaper office. First 
and last I have filled every newspaper 
function from galley boy to leader writer., 
I am proud of my calling and Jealous of 
Its good name. Until I gavo up all-round 
night work I was never so happy as to- 
ward the wee sma' hours, when with the 
boys about me, wires wero flashing and 
feet were, hurrying and the presses were, 
beginning to thunder below. Now that I 
no longer see the paper to press it rejoices 
me to find myself still surrounded by the 
boys—the boys in tho trenches,. as I call 
them in Kentucky—to remember the old 
days and nights ana In fancy to believe 
that there Is yet a little sugar In the bot- 
tom of the glass.

The question of a suitable homo for the 
little ones was the chief concern of -the 
court. 
Officer Theresa Rick was dele- 


gated by the probation office to visit the 
•homes of the mother and father, who 
"nave lived separately for many months. 


Dinlen, who is a horeshoer, lived in an 


^tn plastered cottage with a few pieces of 
•furniture, which the officer reported .'was 
•not sufficient to make the children com- 
fortable. 
She stated that the placa was 


'jext to a stable and was not sanitary. 


MOTHER CARES FOR THEM. 


The mother, who has taken care of 


the youngsters, lives !n a boarding-house 
•whoro there are very few accommoda- 
tions and absolutely no suitablo environ- 
ment for them. Mrs. Dinlen works as 
a domestic during tho day and by tnat 
method she has been supporting them. 
"Occasionally," ahe testified, "my hus- 
band gives me money, but within the 
Jnst month ho has only contributed a few 
dollars." 


Judge Brown said that he fpantcd Mr. 


and Mrs. Dinlen treated fairly and after 
questioning them aa to whether they 
•.voyld live together, said 
the problem 


would be solved when tha children were 
placed in a home with strangers where 
the parents could call upon them 'when 
they felt so disposed. 


Mr. and Mrs. Dinlen objected to havjng 


them placed In an institution and Judge 
Brown asked whether they would be will- 
ing to allow the children to live In a prl- 
;vato home where they would receive the 
proper attention. 
Both agreed to the 


proposition suggested by the Judge, who 
continued the case for ono week. 


WANTS CHILDREN BACK. 


Montrono Silverno, who was arrested

2.—Not since the death of Dr. Joseph Le- 
Conte has the passing of a member, of the 
state university laculty caused such sin- 
cere and widespread regret in -jollege cir- 
cles as that which Is exhibited In Berke- 
ley today, following- the demise last night 
In San Francisco of Dr. George Davidson, 
professor emeritus of geography In 
the 


"University of California and one of the 
foremost goofrraphers in America. Pro- 
fessors who haft been associated -with him 
lo-- many years at this Institution paid 
verbal tributes toQay to hla worth as a 
friend FU.d to his ability as a scientist.

loop will not carry Alameflans into the

SILLIEST Of 
FETISHES 


Dean of 
Sf. Paul's Starts Widespread 


Controversy in Pulpit and Press 


of England 


LONDON,- •' Dec/ 2.—''Democracy, is 
perhaps the silliest of all fetishes se- 
riously, worshiped' among- us." 
This utterance of Dr.-Inge, dean of 
St. Paul's, before jan audience of 
women at Slon college has startedi a 
•widespread- controversy In th'e pulpit 
and press of England. The; statement 
was made during the flrst ,of a series 
of lectures on "The Co-operation of 
the Church "With the Spirit of the 
Age."

Dr. Inge, after referring to -the 
great achievements of the nineteenth 
century, said that that great epoch 
was now..over, and -civilization was^slt- 
ting pensively In the midst of her ac- 
cumulations like the'.figure .of .Melan- 
cholia. The speaker declared that the!" 
era of scientific discoveries was hap- 
pily not closed, but in all other fields 
signs of exhaustion'were >very appar- 
ent.

"For the man In-the street," said 
the speaker, "the tottering of the 
great Industrial fabric of the nine- 
teenth century dominated all other .is-, 
sues. A population, of" 48,000,000 had 
been massed on two small Islands, 
•while Englishmen • were making Eng- 
land the workshop of the world." He 
then explained that the natural ad- 
vantages which had made Great Brit- 
ain master of the commercial world 
had either passed or were passing and 
that America had* now, become the 
natural center of commerce, 
."In this country,"" • ne continued,
